The late Chancellor John V. L. Pruyn 


r£ Albany -pas tbe successful purchaser 
of "Anld Lang Syne" and the one to 
snake tbe autograph one of America's 
treasures. The faete regarding its re- 
moval to this country are of peculiar in- 
terest, and they bring the history of the 
autograph, now more than n century 
old, up to date. 


Mr. Pruyn was a lover of curios, and 


particularly of the kind connected with 
nn interesting past, and his collecting 
bhowed a refinement not evident in the 
taste of the usual collector. In 1859 the 
centennial of the birthday of Robert 
Burns was made the occasion for a cele

WUkes had the courage which doea 


not always accompany a sarcastic 
tongue, for he fought two duels and 
was nearly killed in one of them, and 
when challenged on a third occasion he 
behaved himself, on the authority of 
Croker, who was certainly no admirer of 
bis,-"like a man of temper and honor."

decided to observe the day by memorial 
exercises in a large hall on the evening 
of tho day. Previous to tne event Mr. 
Prnyn planned that it would be a fea- 
ture if he could secure this autograph 
copy of tbe poet's "Auld Lang Syne." 
Henry Stevens was a famous purchaser 
for collections in those days, supplying 
Mr. James Lenox, Mr. John Carter 
Brown, tbe British museum and others 
with some of the most valuable old 
works, and thereby bangs a tale to be 
told later. He owned the verses in ques- 
tion. He was a friend of Mr. Pruyn, 
and a correspondence regarding the mat- 
ter m baud began. 


Tho result was that Mr. Stevens sold 


tbe verses to Mr. Pruyn, and the manu- 
script was intrusted to Captain Moody, 
who guaranteed that it should reach 
Chancellor Prnyn in time for the cele- 
bration. His steamship reached New 
York late on the day of tbe celebration, 
leaving but a few hours to get it to Al- 
bany, or the mission would prove fruit- 
less. The only way was for the captain 
to select one of bis trusty men. With 
this special messenger it was sent from 
tbe steamer and conveyed with all dis- 
patch directly to tbe hall in Albany. 
Mr. Prnyn was all expectant when, 
during the exercises, he was called from 
the hall. Though he was gone only a 
moment, all interest in what was going 
on upon the stage was lost for the time 
being. Another swing of the door, and 
Mr. Prnyn entered, waving aloft the 
manuscript and exclaiming, "It 
is 


herel" With exultant delight and amid 
cries of " 'Anld Lang Syne'is with usl" 
Chancellor Prnyn advanced to the stage 
and read the poem through. Hardly 
could tbe peonle be prevented from 
breaking in upon him, and when it was 
proposed to sing it through enthusiasm 
knew no bounds. Never did a chorus so 
willingly lend aid, and tbe familiar air 
swelled forth in mighty volume. 


The cherished page was bound within 


Russia leather covers, and with it was 
placed a letter to Dr. Richmond from 
Burns, elated Feb. 7, 1788, proving tbe 
identity of tbe writing in the poem and 
also tbe letter written to Chancellor 
Pruyn by Henry Stevens when sending 
the poem to him. , 


An Actor's Speech. 


The oratorical and speechmaking 


habit on the part of some of tbe stage 
luminaries often leads to striking if not 
ridiculous results. De Wolf Hopper, 
decked out as a Spanish soldier of the 
sixteenth century, in the act of reciting 
the performances of the immortal Casey 
is a case in point. Could anything more 
absurd be imagined than Francis Wil- 
son, in tbe costume of a vagabond, mak- 
ing a serious speech, assailing his ene- 
mies and hurling figures of speech at 
his detractors. To be called on for a 
speech when robed in such habiliments 
would be sufficient to disconcert any- 
body, including tbe actor.

Sykes, when with the Bostonians, was 
called upon for a speech in Philadelphia 
under peculiar circumstances.

drapery thrown over his shoulder and a 
papier macbe crown on his head. Imag- 
ine the consternation of the comedian 
garbed thus to have an audience set up 
a cry for a speech. Sykes squirmed, 
while McDonald said, "Go ahead, Jer 
ome; say something." 


Sykes ambled down to tbe footlights 


and said: "Ladies and gentlemen, Mr. 
McDonald, my compatriot who sits tip 
there, informed me just a minute ago 
that he had a neat little speech prepared 
that he'd like to have a chance to try 
on tbe audience. I hope you'll give him 
a chance." 


Whereupon McDonald looked silly, 


and Sykes was never again prompted to 
"go ahead and suy something."—New 
York Telegram. 


The Haitian General's Glass Eye.

•A Beverly (Hast.) Structure Nearly Two 


Centuries Old. 


The remodeled Second church, that of 


th'e Congregational society, 'at North 
Beverly, Mass., is 184 years old and is 
the first and only house of worship the 
society has ever had. The Second parish 
of Beverly is one of the old societies of 
the connty. When incorporated by tbe 
general court in 1713, it was aa the 
"precinct of Salem and Beverly." Ob- 
jection has been made on. the part of 
certain Beverly people to the separation 
of the parish. 


The first meeting toward forming tbe 


society was held in November, 1713, 
and a committee appointed. At a later 
meeting the sum cf £350 was raised to- 
ward building a meeting house. The 
I^puse was built and finished and dedi- 
'cated ther following year. 


Originally it was 50 feet by 40. In 


1771 a porch was added to tho front end 
by Caleb Dodge at his own expense. In 
1751. a steeple was built and a 400 
pound bell was purchased. Two years 
later Robert Hooper gave a bell to the 
church. Tbe house was placed on ita 
present site in 1837, when it was en 
larged and thoroughly remodeled. 


When General Gage was stationed at 


Danvers and lived in tbe Collins house, 
at the time be sent bis messenger down 
to Salem to terminate the sitting of the 
assembly because it was about to form a 
provincial congress, be attended church 
in tbe North Beverly house of worship. 


For many yeara the ceiling was not 


plastered, but later some of the wealthy 
members had the spaces over their own 
pews plastered at their own expense. 
When Robert Hooper gave tbe church 
the bell, he was given a pew in the 
church, and the parish voted to have it 
plastered overhead at tbe expense of the 
society.—Boston Herald,
